Sales Rank of New Cars 
Undergoes Many Changes 


EW YORK, Nov. 6.—Complete 
new car registration statistics 
for September reveal that there 
was considerable change in the 
ranking of the leading cars in that 
month, as compared with the earlier 
months of the year. This was in- 
fluenced, of course, by the introduc- 
tion of new models in some cases, 
although in others the changes were 
brought about where no new models 
were introduced. Lower prices- in 
some instances also were seen as 
giving sales impetus. 

Plymouth, a Chrysler product, was 
the fourth best selling car in Sep- 
tember in this country, while in the 
first nine months of the year it 
stood at seventh place. Essex, on 
the. other hand, was ninth in. Sep- 
tember, as against fifth for the 


Studebaker, under the impetus of | 
new models, was in sixth place in 
September, as against ninth for the | 
first nine months. Chrysler was 
seventh, as against eighth for the 
nine months, while Nash, also with | 
new models, jumped to eighth place | 
in Septeniber, as compared with | 
eleventh position for the nine 
months. 

Packard, another car with new 
models, stood in twelfth place in| 
September, while for the first nine | 
months its position was sixteenth. | 
Cadillac, also with new models, | 
stepped up from twenty-sixth for | 
the nine-month period to eight- | 
eenth for September.

HICAGO, Nov. 6.—Martin J.| 

Barry of Baltimore was elected | 
| president of the National Tire Deal- 
ers Association at the closing day of 
|its convention here at the Hotel 
Sherman. A. L. Glick of Pittsburgh | 
was chosen first vice-president, H. 
Ruhnke of Milwaukee, second vice- | 
president, Norval Trimborn of Chi- 
cago, secretary, and George Erlinger, 
New York, treasurer. 

Directors named included B. Har- 
per, Fort Smith, Ark.; James Wil- 
liams, Minneapolis; George Dewald, 
Fort Wayne, Ind.; Max Katz, Bos- 
ton; Frank Casazza, Chicago; J. H. 
Walsh, Jacksonville, Fla., and Hoyt 
Wood, Oklahoma City, Okla. 

Assuming the chair at the after- 
noon. business session, President 
Barry led a successful fight against 
adoption of recommendations by 


the resolutions committee which if 
passed would have proved the high- 
light of the convention.

lished consumers’ price list, return 
of commercial account business to 
the dealer, new uniform contract 
for preferred commercial accounts 
and compensation for executive 
director or secretary on basis of in- 
come derived from dues. 

So-called objectionable features 
were opposed on theory that diplo- 
macy rather than arbitrariness is 
needed and that directors should be 
given opportunity to recommend 
desired proposals in their own way.

Wednesday not only from the stand- 
point of deliberations at business 
sessions. but also because of talks 
delivered. A packed audience 
crowded the meeting hall to hear 
Harvey S. Firestone, president of 
the Firestone Tire and Rubber Com- 
pany. 

Samuel Woolner, Jr., president of 
the Rubber Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, was star attraction at the ban- 
quet in the evening. 

“Practically every industry has 
had a hectic year, but the tire in- 


dustry has had unusual difficulties | 


because of the rapid price decline 
in its basic raw materials,’ said Mr. 
Firestone. “A decline in crude rub- 
ber prices in the past year has been 
as great as it was in 1921, namely, 
72 per cent. This has caused an 
unusual price-cutting situation and 
brought great hardships to the in- 
dustry. With the price of our raw 
materials now on such a low basis 
we are of the opinion that prices 
for tires will be stabilized. 

“The great problem today is the 
readjustment taking place in the 
fleld of merchandising and distri- 
bution. In the tire industry this 
change is intensified by the addi- 
tion of service to its distributing 
system. Great chains of merchan- 
dising companies have been organ- 
ized and established throughout the 
country. I will not attempt to go 
into the merits or demerits of these 
methods. but if they are bad, they 
wil] pass out, and if they are good 
they will become a part of our sys- 
tem. Many people today think they 
can buy cheaper from the mail order

house and chain store, and it is up 
to the independent store and deaier 
to prove to the public that this is 
not a fact. 

“The Firestone company devel- 
oped the one-stop service store, or 
you might call it the department 
store, for the car owner. Our pro- 
gram for giving a standard service 
to the car owner naturally necessi- 
tates a great outlay of capital. This 
prevented many progressive dealers 


trom making tisis investment or as- | 


suming a large lease obligation. 
Therefore in these cases it 
necessary that we go into partner- 
ship with the dealer. 

“Over 400 of these one-stop ser- 
vice stores have been established. 1 
do not believe that dealing and 
servicing of tires can be operated so 
successfully by a large corporation 
under any other method, beeause so 
much depends on personnel and 
financial interest of the organiza- 
tion. We sell and deal with these 
stores on exactly the same basis as 
we do with any other dealer, Today, 
those who are familiar with our 
one-stop stores are enthusiastic sup- 
porters. Wherever we have estab- 
lished a one-stop service store it 
has been a stabilizing influence. 

“I have been asked many times 
when I thought we would again 
enjoy normal prosperity. It is not 
wise to make predictions. However, 
if we analyze conditions, we will find 
that practically all commodities are 
at. the lewest price in vears. 

‘What brought about these condi- 
tions? Over-confidence and over- 
production. When we lost that over- 
confidence we went the other way 
and now we are over-pessimistic. 
Yet for some months past we have 
been consuming more than we have 
been producing. Soon people will 
realize the growing shortage of 
stocks and the fact that they can 
buy cheaper now than later, 
they will begin to buy. This will 
restore confidence and restore the 
great prosperity we have had in 
the past. 

“There is no question in my mind 
that in 1931 consumers must come 
into the market for their normal 
tire requirements and I have every 
confidence the tire industry will 
have the largest business in its his- 
tory in 1931.” . 

Mr. Woolner’s banquet address 
brought forth a plea for closer co- 
operation and better understanding 
between tire manufacturers and 
dealers.

YNICS make light of the smashing of that blue ribbon 
mark,’the straightaway mile record, indicative of the 
greatest possible speed of the automobile, yet year after year 
we find aspirants for this honor, willing to risk life and spend 
money with a lavish hand to send a car over the Florida 
sands faster than any other ever has traveled. Several of 
our leading makers have done this in the past and memory 
recalls the great feats of Frank Marriott, Barney Oldfield, 
Bob Burman, Ralph De Palma, Tommy Milton and others of 
those pioneer days. 

Now I hear the greatest speed battle of all time will take 
place at Daytona next January—not one man and one car, 
but at least four competing for the speed crown of the world. 
This should make the most sensational set of record trials 
ever attempted, and if the mark of the late H. O. D. Segrave 
of 231.316 miles per hour survives it will be a wonder. 

As I get it, it will be America against Great Britain, 
From across the water will come 
Capt. Malcolm Campbell, with his Napier Blue Bird, and 
Kaye Don, who made an unsuccessful trip to Daytona last 
spring with his Silver Bullet, while on this side we have our 
Los Angeles engine builder, Harry Miller, and Fred Duesen- 
berg, builder of one of the highest priced American automo- 
biles. I should say this would make a hand picked field of 
candidates.

OF CAR EXCHANGE 
DOUBLE TRUCK AD 


Manitowoc County, 
Wis., Group Outlines 
Its Plan 


MAN TOwoc, Wis., Nov. 6.—An- 

nouncement of the opening of 
operations of the Manitowoc 
County Used Car Exchange, Inc., 
under the direction of Frank G. 
Browne, comptroller of the J. R. 
Watkins Company, was made in a 
double-truck newspaper advertise- 
met. 

The system was first installed at 
Winona, Minn., and was later in- 
stalled in Chippewa Falls and Eau 
Claire, Wis. According to Mr 
Browne, a survey of the Manitowoc 
automobile situation revealed that 
approximately 1,400 used cars were 
traded in and sold to the public 
annually. and that the dealer’s op- 
erating cost for this business 
amounted to $54,000 a year. 

The plan in operation in this city 
is outlined as follows: 

1... The organization of a used car 
exchange to be managed by com- 
petent and expert appraisers. 

2. The giving of full value for 
cars to be traded in. 

3. The economical operation of a 
used car exchange by consolidated 
effort, resulting in the saving of ap- 
proximately $30,000 a year. 

4 The saving to be passed on to 
the buyers of used cars by the policy 
of selling used cars at cost or less 

5. The plan whereby used cars. 
when traded in, are to be recondi- 
tioned at cost by new car dealers 
who represent the same make of 
car. . 

“The plan as originally prepared 
was presented to the banks of the 
city and was indorsed as econom- 
ically sound by them,’ Mr. Browne 
pointed out, “and by arrangement 
with the banks, new and used car 
sales will be financed at a lower cost 


than any previously used finance 
plan.” 
All of the Manitowoc automobile 


dealers were invited to join in the 
plan, Mr. Browne said, adding that 
the company has been formed with 
liberal capital contributions by the 
member dealers who sell approxi- 
mately 90 per cent. of all new and 
used cars in Manitowoc. 

All cars that appear to be in poor 
condition will be junked and re- 
moved from the market at no cost 
to the public, Mr. Browne said. This 


will be done in co-operation with 
the automobile manufacturers, he 
stated. The member dealers, of 


whom there are cighteen, contribute 
to the operating expenses of the 
used car exchange, and it is agreed 
by them that there will be no profit 
from their stock investment in the 
Manitowoc Used Car Exchange.

| CITY GETS PROFITS 


FROM CAR TOWING 


Philadelphia, Nov. 6—Somewhat 
of a novelty in municipa] affairs is 


an effective method of enforcing a 
city ordinance so that it yields a 
considerable profit to the city treas- 
ury. The case in point relates to 
adding materially to city treasury 
funds by imposing penalties on mo- 
torists breaking the parking rules, 
police vehicles towing away to des- 
ignated “automobile pounds” the 
cars of those who have broken the 
rules.

S the autumn of 1930 wanes and winter impends, it be- 
comes apparent that the definite revival of business | 
again has been postponed. Evidences of improvement are| 
not lacking, but they are not in sufficient quantity to permit | 
us to say that the general situation is very far on the up- 
grade. Hope that the fall would show definite and unmistak- 
able signs of revival was high. Disappointment is conse- 
quently the deeper. The viewers-with-alarm are once more 
riding high. 

It will be just as well for us to recognize frankly that the 
months just ahead are not those during which we may look 
for marked improvement. Winter weather will hinder out- 
door construction over a large part of our territory. Unem- 
ployment will still be rife, though we may be able somewhat 
to cut down the extent of this fundamental ill. Economists 
have been warning us for months that when the upturn 
comes, we shall not be able to recognize it at first. 

We hold to the belief that when the history of the busi- 
ness depression of 1929-1930 comes to be written it will ap- 
pear that the month of August, 1930, will be disclosed as the 
very bottom of the recession. In many lines September and 
October showed a gain of just slightly greater volume than 
the seasonal one that was expected. 

In our own field actual revival as evidenced in mount-| 
ing sales, cannot be expected before March or April, 1931. If 
the national and local shows by greater attendance and in- 
creased retail buying and generally better feeling, suggest a 
coming revival, the effect will be extremely helpful, but the 
actual uplift must not be expected before the normal buying 
period of early spring. 

In the meantime we can all sit tight in the certainty that 
business has touched bottom and is moving along sidewise, if 
it has not already begun a tentative upward trend. 





° ° ° 
Medium Price Revival 
O* several occasions this year The Automotive Daily 
News has called attention to the fact that the total 
amount of business done by the automotive industry in 1930 
is not going to make a bad showing at all. Both the total 
number of vehicle units sold and the total turnover in cash 
will be very respectable, even in comparison with healthier 
years. The real trouble with the business of 1930 lies in its 
unequal distribution. 

When the final summing up comes to be made, we shail 
find that the lowest price class has done extremely well. 
The total of business here will compare almost on an equality 
with that of 1929. And oddly enough, the high priced vehi- 
cles have not suffered in direct proportion. It is the medium 
priced units which have had the toughest sledding. 

It is a hopeful sign, therefore, to find with the complete 
sales statistics for September now available, that the medium 
priced cars are coming back. In September this medium class 
accounted for the biggest proportion of the sales total that 
it has been able to reach this year. During the ninth month 
cars in the medium price range accounted for 20 per cent. of 
the total, which compares with 15 per cent., the proportion of 
this class for the first seven months of 1930. 

Given the reasonable improvement over 1930 sales that 
we have the right to expect in 1931,-and given further a 
satisfactory distribution of these sales, so that the medium 
priced lines are again getting their proportion of the total 
and we are going to have a good year. We shall watch the 
distribution of business among the various price classes dur- 
ing the rest of 1930 and the opening months of 1931 with 
very keen interest.

OING business on a basis of 70) 
per cent. wholesale and 30 per 
cent. retail, the Morris Autoparts 
Company, 2861 Kensington Ave., 
Philadeiphia, for the past eight 
years has been filling the needs of a 
large number of car repair shop 
owners and garage operators in a 
radius of three-quarters of a mile 
in the northeastern section of the 
city. The customers stick by this 
eoncern, whose sole proprietor is 
Morris R. Steinberg, assisted by one 
helper, for various reasons, some of 
which are as follows: 

Steinberg, his patrons aver, is one 
of the most obliging storekeepers 
with whom they ever did business, 
extending himself for their interests 
even in the smallest matters. 

He is as quick as scat on his feet 
and with his hands, and no 11 a. 
m.-to-noon line-up of customers 
ever feazes him. This is a very 
busy period of the day, when the 
store is apt to be thronged with a 
must-have-it crowd, yet all are 
served promptly and in turn. If 
his assistant happens to be on the 
telephone or lining brake bands, 
Steinberg works fast enough for 
two, doesn’t muff the merchandise 
and gives each patron what he asks

15 and October 31 will not be 





for in the wink of an eye, and sel- 
dom does the cash register read, 
“No Sale.” He has a very sizable 
stock, and he moves, for his eight 
years at the same stand, dealing 
largely with the same customers, 
has taught him exactly what they 
want, and he has a pretty shrewd 
idea of what they will buy, and 
when. Furthermore, he handles 
high-grade, nationally advertised 
merchandise, and just at this time

To watch 
Steinberg work is an object lesson 
in speed, courtesy and satisfaction- 
giving. His long-time “neighbor- 
hood” business has given him a 
practical knowledge of the prefer- 
ences and dislikes of his following, 
and so well acquainted is he with | 
the different individuals in his cli- 
entele and their facilities that he 
is able to meet them more than 
half way before they have spoken 
their wants. 

Steinberg’s deep, yet narrow store 
is laid out somewhat on the plan of 
some much larger automotive whole- 
sale establishments, with well- 
stocked fixtures and floor displays 
of the bulkier items in the front 
portion, while the small counter in 
the central part divides the space 
so that behind it are the long rows 
of steel bins for small parts, labeled 
fer quick selection, the goods most 
called for being closest to hand. In 
a corner behind the counter is the 
brake lining and riveting machine 
layout—the only major shop opera- 
tion done on the premises. Stein- 
berg, however, to accommodate his 
patrons, takes several kind of shop 
jobs for them which he “farms out” 
with the knowledge that the .work 
will be done expertly and rapidly. 
Certain reserve stock is kept in the 
basement. 

“This business is done entirely on 
a cash-and-carry basis,” explained 
Steinberg. “Most of my customers 
have their own car, or truck and 
there is no trouble about deliverics. 
Besides, making no deliveries keeps 
down overhead. The customers 
know just what they want, buy it 
and take it away with them, and the 
whole transaction takes but a few 
minutes—sometimes not more than 
two or three. Doing business on a 
cash plan naturally banishes a lot 
of grief. 

“While the larger part of the 
business is wholesale, I neither 
have any. outside salesmen nor call 
on my customers. They come here, 
and I get to know them ‘pretty 
well, for they keep coming: Hence, 





obliged to pay a fine and costs if 
he is apprehended without an of- 
ficial sticker.

Shop Clinic i in

PERATION of an _ automotive 
clinic behind the show window 

on the main floor of the establish- 
ment where passersby can see shop 
equipment, driven by electricity, per- 
forming service on parts of cars, and 
garagemen can come in and try their 
hands at using the most modern 
equipment on jobs of their own or 
parts of cars the company had as- 
sembled to be worked on, is the 
newest idea of the Ferris Company, 
automotive jobber at Dallas, Tex. 

This clinic “on the street” 
in operation for sixteen days re- 
cently and it brought many interest- 
ed persons to the establishment of 
the company. The garagemen came 
by invitation, singly and in groups, 
to see experts perform such jobs as 
valve grinding, cylinder honing and 
boring, piston fitting and other 
things which require 
obtain the best results. 

In many instances the garage- 
men no only watcher the opera- 
tions in the hands of experts and 
saw that the machinery set up for 
the clinic actually performed the 
work claimed for it, but later came 
in to do work on jobs of their own 
on the company’s equipment, 
Through doing their own work they 
learned by experience what good 
shop equipment will do and how es- 
sential it is to first class 
work. 

The company said as a result of 


| the clinic, a good amount of equip- 


ment was sold in Dallas and sur- 
roundingn territory and that pros- 
pects for sales were numerous. 

Last year this company set up a 
lot of power-driven machinery in 
the basement of its building and 
invited garagemen to clinics, day 
and night. It was found by that 
method the garagemen became 
interested and bought a great deal 
more equipment than usual. 

This year the power-driven equip- 
ment to be used in the clinic was 
set up on the main floor, with a 
view of having it near the small 
tools and other stuff offered by the 
company. The company reasoned 
that in certain operations certain 
wrenches are essential and certain 
other tools are necessary. When 
repair jobs were being done by the 
expert he could easily step to some 
display, pick out the tools best 
Suited for the job and continue the 
work. This got the garagemen in- 
terested in the small tools, and a 
good amount of those were sold 
which probably would not have 
been sold if the clinic was in the 
basement, far from the display of 
wares on the first floor. 


The clinic was in operation behind 
the big glass windows, “or was on 
the street” because the company 
knows that machinery in operation 
attracts the attention of most men. 
It also knows that most men own 
automobiles, that they have to have 
work done on these cars from time 
to time and that if they get the idea 
that modern machinery will produce 
a better job than the old _monkey
